- ment be distinctly told by all the foreign 
representatives in Peking that in all future 
cages in which departmental officials fail to 
carry out the (at ‘all events expressed) 
jntentions of theirgovernment, their punish” 
ment would be taken in hand by the 
forsign powers and would not be demanded 
of the utterly powerless advisers of the 
dragon throne. In this case for instance 
the seizure of the offending official himself 
and his confinement until he had fulfilled 
his word would kaye had a most happy 
effect. There is not the slightest fear of 
bloodshed resulting from such a course. 
‘In ‘most cases the people would remain 
perfectly neutral, not being ‘distinguished 
by affection for their rulers. such a Scheme 
may be Quixotic but what is to he 
done?

on Native merchants, who were. constantly | 


trading between Hongkong, Swatow, Amoy 
and other ports. There was a stamp duty 
for instance of §3 on a bill of §2,500, and 
that was actually equivalent to a rate of 
discount that had leen denounceil as ex- 
cessive and intolerable by the Chambers-of 
Commerce at Liverpool and other large 
towns in Eugland.- In fact on 3 days’ 
sight bills of $2,500 to rather over $5,000 
vilue the rule to be levied was equal to 12 
per emt per annum. Chinamen, since 
local Banknotes had not’ been so frecly 


taken, had expressed a desire to make pay-- 


ment at Canton for goods’ purchased here, 
by which they would effect a saving of two 


: dollars in a thousand, and this would 


serve to show how they were likely to re- 
gard the-act. Everybody knew full weil 
that of the export trade to Foochow and 
Amoy, a large amount—say two-thirds of 
the whole that went to the southern ports 
of China—was negotiated in this Colony 
(cheers) ; and that fact should be borne in 
mind by the Government. He thought 
the atteipt to place taxes on those’ outside 
the jurisdiction of the colony, through the 
medium of commercial transactions, was ex- 
tremely injudicious. . There was every wil- 
linguess on the part .of the residents to af- 
ford all the mcans that were uvecessary to 
carry on the Government, but there was 
no necessity for such excessive taxation as 
that proposed. He cordially seconded the 
resolution, 

The resolution was put to the meeting, 
and carried unanimously. 

Mr Atsyrr Hearn said that owing to his 
‘absence from the colony the measure had not 
yet received much ofhisattention, but hehad 
learned enough of ittoinduce him to raise his 
voice inremoustrance against the enactment, 
which he thoughtthey were bound to render 
inoperative. Previous speakers. had eluci- 
dated the evils that would arise if it became 
law, but there were other points worthy of 
consideration, particularly those which re- 
ferred to the practieal working of the Act. 
The community of Hongkong had no desire 


-to grudge the Governor the funds necessary 


to carry on the public work, and the Gov- 
érnment of the colony, and.to give it the 
protection its interests démauded—(cheers) ; 
aud they didnot come forward. that day in 
any captious spirit of objection to what was 

ecessary for the colony.. Nor would he 
go so far as to criticise His Excellency’a 
general policy; all that they asked was that 
the money which was got from their own 
resources should be taken in the mode that 
would weigh as little as possible on their 


. individual ingerests, and on the interests of 


the colouy at large (cheers). Hedid notknow 
whether any of them were sufficiently p: 
tical statesmen, acquainted with the wor 
ings of constitutional government. in oola- 
nies, to realise fully the consequences that 
Would enspe fram the carrying out of this 
Act; but vas that point had been fully 
dwelt on by others, he would, simply re- 
marking that they had every desire ta meet 
the necessary requirements af government, 
procced to move the ‘next resolytion :— 
“That in the opinion. of this Meeting, even 
accepting the expenditure of the Colony 
for the year 1867 at the sum appearing on 
the dct side of the Estimates, there is ‘no 
absolute. necessity for any new mode of 
taxation, and that the sums necessary to be 
spent in the year 1867 can be raised by 
modifications of the existing taxes and ya3 
in aimanner calculated t¢ he less prejw 
cial: to the Colgny, than by puting into 
force this New Act 80 repugnant to the 
feelings of the Community,” Mr Heard 
proceedéd to say that in his’opinion no new 
mole of taxation was required to meet any 
deficigricy in the revenue. . The existing 
node was.siniple aud efficient, and as the 
alleged deficit was: only a lakh of dallars, 
was it worth while to paige ao small a sum 
by av Act which would bring trouble and 
yexation into every office-in the colony, 
native and foreign? (cheers.) He thought 
not, “Ye thought moreover, that the evils 
that would. eusue from it had not.-been 
exaggerated, for the tax would not fall ou 
those who derived the greatest bencfit from 
the colony, but on those .who were exiled 
from their country to earn a living’ here 
(cheers.) He appealed to any. one’ who 
knew what. the China trade was to say “by 
avhat possible system of interpretation the 
Gaveriment could manage to inflict the 
enactinent on the Chinese. - How weve they 
to get hold of Chincae bills of exchange, 
and Chinese cheques and Compracdot’s or- 
devs} It would be impossible, ‘and if pos:

nese: from our shores—(cheers.) The 
tax would fall on the foreign conuunity 5 
but would it be right to make them pay 
the deficit, while the horde of Chinese at 
Laipingshan evaded it! “(sheers.) . Mr 
Heard referred tg the amount of revenue 
collectahla. under the Act. His. own 
helief was that it would. be wore. than 
double- what was stated by Mr’ M’Dou- 
all, and ‘that it would produce $750,000. 


He urged that, the existing mode of 
taxation be adhered ta. Lcti existing 
rates be increased to meet the deficit. 


Some _, thought. a loan the most feasible 
way, but he preferred increasing the rates.

There were put 
down $23,000: for a uew..road, for a sa- 
natorium arid road’ at Kowloon; and a 
gun boat $26,000. . No doubt a sanatorium 
at.

What was the object in view in proposing 
to build a sanatorium he. could ‘not say, 
but at any rate be objected to pay for it 
(cheers). It. was; teo, wh unfit time to 
make “new-roads when old: ones. wanted 
mending,. Besides, what was the. use of 
making 2 uew-road up the new. hill when 
protection could not be had in the Queen's 
Road ? (cheers). “No doubt His Excellency 
was. willing to keep us up to the. mark of 
civilization, so as to keep up with the times ; 
but the object of the resolution was to ask 
His- Excellency to defer this. expenditure 
for a year or some definite period, until 
some better mode was found of raising the 
nioney (cheer). The resolution was as 
follows :—“* That aitbongh this meeting re- 
cognizes the fact that the Estimates for the 
year 1867 are already passed, they think 
thut- His: Excelleucy the Governor should 
be requested to defer the actual expendi- 
ture. of the following items, vizi—New 
Road, $23,000 ; Gun-boat, §20,000.; voted 
on-the Estimates. until the results of the 
next year’s working of the Mint be seen, 
on the grounds that-although this outlay 
might be desirable for.a Colony jwith a 
surplus'in hand, the works are not of such 
iniportauce as to necessitate their ¢omple- 
tion when a new tax has to be imposed to 
carry them out.” 

Mr Poxrarp,. Q.C., secunded the reso- 
lution. He endorsed the objections made 
by preceding speakers, and dwelt'on the 
fact that the residents of Hongkong had 
always been ready. to assist the local-gov- 
ernment, and expressed his opinion. that 
advice from the old inhabitants of the island 
should have’ weight with His Excellency, 
as they. must necessarily best know what | 
was best for its interests, The port had 
flourished mainly because it had been free. 
Tf taxes, however slight or indirect, were 
+ to be imposed on trade, a feéling of dread 
for the future would be created, aud the 
effect would be. that Hongkong would 
cease to be chief commercial mart of China 
(cheers), and, Foochow and Macao ‘would 
reap the advantages of which, Hongkong 
would yoluntarily ‘aud unnecéssarily de- 
prive itself. He denied that any analogy 
éxisted. between Singapore and Hongkong. 
Singapore produced extensively ; its cotton 
produce ‘was suilicient to eusble its mer- 
chants to. bear stamp duties, In. Hong- 
kong we were not producers, and. he; was 
persuaded that the imposition of any tax 
on trade would be felt severely by all here, 
fron thé highest merchant.to the smallest 
shopkeeper (cheers). The Chinese. calcu- 
| lated. down’ to the least fraction, and a tax 
|.of even ove per cent. would bé sutticient to 
drive them elsewhere ; it was obvious that 
if sellers would not come. here, buyers must 
go where they are. The residents of Hong- 
kong were prepared to beara tax on'their 
rents and properties so long as the present 
trade remained (cheers). He objected, too, 
to the government raising money in’ antici- 
pation of expenditure, In ‘all his’ experi- 
ence he had never heard of a tax being im- 
posed: first, aud the expenditure increased 
accordingly. © Mr Pollard’ argued. against 
the retention of the items named im the 
resolution, aud urged thatif a gun boat was 
‘wanted for police purposes, the -expense 
entailed. by it would properly be defrayed 
out of the police rates. He disapproved 
of experimental expenditure, and cordially 
seconded the resolution.

THE EMBARGO ON RICE AT 
TALWAN. 


Meetine or ConsuLs aT AMoY. 


A GENERAL discussion was held at Amoy the 


9th day of July 1866, ai the request of W. 
P. Jones, Esq., Uniied States Consul at 
Amoy, by the Consuls who represent the 
Treaty Powers at -Amoy, on the illegality of 


-the contiiued embargo on Rice at Taiwan 
_and the ditiiculties that have 
| Amoy-in consequence. . Specially with re=

ference to the present case of the United 


| States schooner /e¢enlee. . 


The case. of the Téculee. as put by Mr 
Jones, was thus. -- ‘The Taoutai at Taiwan, 
so long ago as September 1864, issued a 
proclamation prohibiting the export of Rice 
ftom Taiwan and Takao. This proclama- 
tion in the first instance was illegal and in 
the face of the treaty would never be justi- 
fiable except in cases of extreme. exigency ; 
and even then to have made it apply to the 
property of foreiguers, the approval and_-re- 
cognition of the foreign consuls should have. 
been obtained. This prohibition has never 
been sanctioned by the ‘higher authorities. 
Tt has. been. repeatedly protested against, 
both by foreign merchauts and by the Con- 
suls at: Taiwan.” And yet it has never-re- 
Jaxed, but has been maintained with rigour 
by the aid of the foreign. Customs as.affect- 
ing foreign vessels, while the Chinese junks, 
even under the freqnent personal observa- 
tions of H. B..M. Consul, and notwith- 
standing unceasing protests and declarations 
on the part of foreign merchants daily -cog- 
nizant of such violation of the.prohibition, 
have, with the connivance of the authori? 
ties, been free throughout the greater part 
of the two years of the embargo, to export the 
prohibited article, without let or hindrance. 
Lately, Mr Watters, who is Acting British 
Consul at: Taiwan, had another interview 
with tle Chinese Authorities aid demand- 
ed the withdrawal of the embargo;, to which 
he received « *uply, that so soon as the com- 
modity fell in price to $2.50 a picul, the 
embargo might be. considered at-an end. 
On bis return from Taiwan to Takao he 
found rice at $1.80. per pical. 
word to the Mandarins and asked for the 
fulfillment of their word. The Mandarins 
would bot remove the embargo. The mer- 
chants and Mr Watters: were exasperated,

AND THE OSPREY STEAMER. 
“(Brom Mitchell's Maritiae Register.) 


A disaster, which is as calamitous: in its 
results as it is mysterious in its cause, oc- 
curred at 10 o’clock on Tuesday . morning 
jn the English Chanuel, between Portland 
and the Start. On 4 fine cleur night, with 
no wind or current to cortfuse calculations 
or divert attention, two fine aud powerful 
steamers in the open sea—one an English 
ship'of war andthe other a large: merchant 
steamer—suddenly came into collision with 
terrific violence, resulting in the foundering 
of the one within five miniutes, aud of the 
other shortly afterwards. ‘Thesteam sloop- 
of-war Amazon left Spithead on Monday 
for Halifax, Nova Scotia, having been ap- 
pointed to the. North American stution. 
She had on board a Crew of 130 of all ranks 
and about 20 sttperuunieraries, The Ama- 
gon was a four-gun-screw sloup, of 1,081 
tons aud 300-horse power, was .contract 
puilt and constructed of wood, having been 
designed by Mr. EJ. Reed, the Chief 
Constructur of the Navy. Sl’e‘was to have 
been armour plated, but the plating was 
subsequently abaudoned, Forward she was 
furnished with a submerged wood praw. 
The: Amazou had it is stated, her regula 
tion lights brightly burning, and at the 
hour named a steamer was reported bout 
two ‘points on the starboard bow. ° Sie was 
showing the ‘proper lights, aud was fuur or 
five miles distant. She preved to be the 
screw steamen Osprey As they neared 
each other the “‘Aimazon put her helm lard 
a-starboard, aud exhibited the green light, 
but the Osprey, it is further stated, put her 
helm hard a-port, and exhib.ted the red 
light.
